THE NICARUAGA CANAL BILL. 


A Wearing Given to Friends and Opponents 
of the Measure. 

WASHINGTON, February 14.—Secretary Bay- 
ard and Attorney-General Garland gave a 
hearing at the state department today-to friends 
and opponents of the Nicaruaga canal bill now 
waiting the action of the president. The hear 
ing was given on the president’s suggestion in 
order to determine ifthere were any valid legal 
objections to the approval of the bill. Simon 
Sterne and John Jay McCook, of New York, 
representing the American, Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Transit company, made arguments against 
the bill. The former contended that it was 
clearly unconstitutional and contrary to the 
spirit and traditions of the United States gov- 
ernment and entirely unnecessary and vicious 
in that it recognized and encouraged one cor- 
yvoration to the detriment of others, equally, if 
not more, deserving.] 

ARGUMENTS OF BOTH SIDES. 

Mr. McCook argued that to allow this bill to 
become a law would be an act of great injus- 
tice to Americans and Englishmen, holding 
nearly 2,000,000 of bonds of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Transit company and would undoubt- 
edly lead to serious conflictions with Great 
Britain. 

Judge C. P. Daly, of New York, replied in 
behalf of thé Nicaruagan Maritine Canal com- 
pany, contending that the constitutional fea- 
tures of the measure was fuily and freely dis- 
cussed iil Udit I ESS agi thet no «iniawful por- 
ers or concessions are conferred by the biil. 
Secretary Bayard and Attorney-General Gar- 
land will submit their views on the subject to 
the president. in a few days. 

From remarks made by each of them during 
the hearing it is not regarded as likely that 
they will report against the constitutionality 
of the bill. 
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THE COWLFS BILL. 
The Appropriations Committee Discuss It, 
but No Action Taken, 

WASHINGTON, February 14.—The appropria- 
tions committee of the house grappled the 
revenue problem in earnest this morning. 
With httle opposition, the committeee decided 
to consider the Cowles internal revenue bill, 
although certain democratic members took 
care to explain that their consent given to con- 
sider the bill did not bind them to vote for it. 
When the forma! reading of the measure was 
completed the members began to express their 
views and suggest alterations. The committee 
was obliged to adjourn, by reason of the meet- 
ing of the house, leaving the bill pending. 

WILL NOT BE AMENDED. 

Just what the result of its consideration will 
be no member felt warranted in predicting be- 
yond the statement that the measure will 
surely be reported back to the house in the 
same torm. 

It is gathered that democratic members of 
the committee are pretty widely divided in re- 
gard to the policy they shall follow, and that 
while the,republicans are not entirely solid, 
they are in much better shape than the other 
side. It seems probable that the bill will 
eventually be reported favorably by the com- 
mittee, but with important amendments, 
striking out the ‘‘moonshine’”’ sections, or the 
provisions intended to mitigate the rigors of 
the administrations of the internal revenue 
laws. The bill will be further considered to- 
morrow, and may then be finally acted upon 
so far as the committee is concerned. . 

Itis learned that the vote by whice the 
committee resolved to consider the bill re- 
sulted yeas 9,*nays 2. Later as the question 
was put; ‘Shall the customs revenues be con- 
sidered in conection with this bill,’ it was 
decided in the negativee-yeas 1, nays 12. 
Other members having entered the room since 
first vote.

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INDIANAPOLIS, February 14.—An important 
conference of colored men was held here to- 
day. {t gathered at the instance of Professor 
J. M. Langston, and seven states were repre- 
sented by delegates present—-South Carolina, 
Georgia, Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky, Flor- 
ida, and Missouri, Letters were read from the 
states of Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkansas, 
Marviand, West Virginia, Alabama, Texas 
and North Carolina. Rev. William J. Sim- 
mons, D. D., of Louisville, president of the 
state university, Louisville, secretary for the 
southern states of the American Baptist Home 
Mission society, and a member of many 
national organizations, is one of the prominent 
persons present, 

Dr. C. M. Bryant, of St. Louis; 
Jackson McHenry, of Atlanta; 
W. Duniee, a distinguished | Baptist 
preacher from Augusta, Ga.; Bot. 
G. E. Evans, of Memphis, member of the leg- 
islatufe: John Mitchell, Jr., editor of the 
Planet, and member of the city council, Rich- 
mond, Va.; E. A. Lawrence, of the Avery in- 
stitute, Charleston: Wm. H. Stewart, of the 
American Baptist, Louisville; T. H. Johnson, 
president of the West Tennessee university, 
and presiding elder of the South Memphis dis- 
trict, Memphis, Tenn. ; Professor M. 8S. White, 
Pensacola, Fla.; Captain H. Hoss, of Mem- 
phis; and W.J. White, of the Georgia Bap- 
tist, Augusta, Ga,, were also present. 

The couference was held with closed doors, 
and an address to Geueral Harrison was for- 
mulated in substance as follows: 

THE ADDRESS TO THE PRESIDENT. 

The undersigned would assure you that they are 
loyal members of the republican party: that they 
reside in states severally which are overwhelmingly

complished in the interest of seven milllons of 
American cilizens, who today in the south are prac- 
tically disfranehised and whose cause we represent 
and plead. 

In view of our present and prospective condition 
under your rdministration of the government, we 
are profoundly interested in the

so far, certainly and specially, as concerns the attor- 
ney-generalship thereof,

Alabama’s Confederate Monument. 

Mon tGomery, Ala,. February 14. [Spec- 
ial.|—A tremendous crowd, coinposed largely 
of ladies, filled the lobbies and galleries at the 
state house when the general assembly met 
today. The special order of the day in the 
house, was the bill appropriating five thous- 
and dollars toaid in the completion of the 
confederate monument on Capitol hill. The 
debate was long and lively, and the bill was 
finally passed on a vote of 51 to 41. The bill 
now goes tothe senate, where it will have 
some opposition, but will probably pass. It is 
generally believed however, that Governor 
Seay willvetothe bill, as he has declared 
himself in opposition to appropriations for the 
monument, believing that it should be built 
by voluntary subscriptions. 

Raiding the Saloons. 

Fort Donae, Towa., February 14.—The first 
movement for the enforcement of prohibition 
that has been made in this county for two 
years was inaugurated yesterday. ‘There are 
thirty open saloons in Webster county, one of 
which does a wholesale business of $20,000 per 
year. Saloons in Badger, Duncombe, Lehigh 
and Barnum were raided by indignant citizens 
and the liquors were spilled. Nothing has yet 
been done in-this city where there are thirteen 
open saloons, but active measures are to be 
adopted at once to make the city ‘‘dry.’” This 
city is the anti-prohibition steonghold of Iowa, 
outside of river towns. 
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The Funeral of Henry J. Hunt. 
— Wasnineton, February 14.—The funeral of 
General Heury J. Hunt took place this morn- 
ing at the Soldiers’ Home, of which General 


Hunt was governor at the time of his death.

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DEATH IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


A Fatal Row Between Whites and Blacks in 
North Carolina. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., February 14.—{Special. ] 
The negroes in our western mountains are 
having considerable trouble with the white 
desperadoees who live there and follow the ac- 
ecupation of manufacturing and selling illicit 
liquors. Of late these desperadoes, who care 
for nothing save their distillery on the moun- 
tain side, fh ve been making desperate efforts 
to run certain negroes, who they beliove have 
put the officers on the track of their business, 
out of the county. But the negroes refuse to 
be scared er bulldozed, and have armed them- 
selves andkare ready for any fray. 

A report tonight from Cherokee connty, 
where trouble is most imminent, brings partic- 
ulars of aterrible bloody row Tuesday night in 
that county at a place called Marble. Anegro 
by the name of Lee Brown gave a dance at 
his house that night, and the negroes for miles 
asound gathered thereto have a jolly time. 
Moonshine whisky was freely indulged m and 
about midnight the crowd was pretty drunk, 
women included. Nearly all the negroes had 
either a pistol, bowie knife or musket, and 
were ready for any -sort of fight. While all 
were daicing and fiddle and banjo were 
making merry music, some one inside cried 
out: 

‘White men all ronnd de house.”’ 

The dancing at once came to a stand still, 
and the music ceased. A peep through the 
crack of the door substantiated the assertion, 
and the negroes were ina frenzy what to do. 
They Knew trouble was ahead, and there was 
no way to avoid itonly to make bad werse. A 
negro fuliof whisky put his head out at the 
door, andried out: 

‘You vehite men is ordered to leave de preim- 
ises.”’ 

This fired the breast of the desperadoes, who 
were all armed, aud jhad been ¢drinking just 
enough mean whisky to make them want 
a. row. So one of the leaders called 
out for, the negroes to come out 
of the howse, and theyjwould give them bul- 
lets. Affersome time the negroes got their 
implements of warin hand and walked out. 
[t was a motly crowd of soldiers. The negro 
girls who had.only few minutes before beeen 
shaking their feet to the music of the banjo and 
tiddle,:narchedout with pistolsin hand. Onlya 
few words and war was declared. A negre 
fired the first shot, which felled a white man 
to the ground, Then bang bang went up 
midst the eries and groans of the wounded. 
Bowie knives,stones and clubs were also brought 
into play. Soon the negro girls, some of whom 
had received wounds, tled and the negro 
men followed. When the smoke of battle had 
cleared away three men were found lying upon 
the ground, dead. They were, Ransford Alt- 
man and Oscar Deal, white, and Sam Smith, 
colored... Three other negroes were badly 
wounde@® aid also three white men, whose 
names cannot be learned. ‘There is great ex- 
citement in the section among both races, and 
further tvouble is feared. All parties connect- 
ed with the riot are so closely in hiding that 
the authorities are finding it ditticult to capt- 
ure them, and as yctuno arrests haye been

WILLIAMS HAS SHIPPED, 


An Old-Time Marderer Makes His Appear 
ance Again. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 14.—[Special. ] 
John Williams, a young desperado, who mur- 
dered a man in cold blood last summer, and 
was acquitted on a plea of insanity, is on the 
war path again. He has been out of the 
asylum about a mouth, and had been making 
public announcements that he had reformed 
and was going to live a very moral life. 

Last night Williams got drunk and about 
‘midnight attempted to shoot Frank Edwards, 
proprietor of a biiliard saloon. He was dis- 
armed and left the saloon. About daylight he 
became disorderly on the streets, was arrested 
and two ofticers started with him to the 
stationhouse.

A warrant was sworn out by Officer 
Walker, but Williams could not be found.

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FLOQUET’'S CABINET RESIGNED. 
Cause of This Action, Which Surprised the 
Chambers—The Revision of the Con- 
stitution Matter Did It. 

Paris, February 14.—When the question of 
the revision came up in the chamber of depu 
ties today, Count Douville-Maillifeu moved 
that debate on the subject be adjourned, not- 
withstanding the opposition of the govern- 
ment. 

The motion was adopted by a vote of 507 to 
218, 

Premier Floquet thereupon announced that 
the ministry would immediately resign. 

Immediately after Floquet’s announcement, 
all members of the ministry sent their resigna- 
tions to President Carnot. 


THE CHAMBERS CROWDED. 


Thechamber was crowded. The prince of 
Wales and Lord Lyton, British ambassador, 
occupied seats in the diplomatic gallery. 
Baron Mackan, president of the right, moved 
to adjourn debate onthe revision question for 
one week. He declared that the right desired 
a complete revision as well as dissolution of 
the chamber. A delay of one week would en- 
able the government to decide in regard to 
dissolution. 

Premier Floquet refused to entertain the 
motion, stating that the Government could 
not consent to dissoive the ehamber. 

Baron Mackan’s motion was rejected 375 to 
OV. 

THE GOVERNMENT DEFEATED. 

Count deDouville, Maiellefeu, in moving 
the indefinite postponement of the “reyision 
debate said: : 

The electoral period virtually begins today. Let 
us leave to the people the duty of indicating what 
kind of revision they desire. Let us not lose time 
in discussing a question in no wise definite, In 
stead of pursuing this policy let us return to the 
policy of commion sense. 

Premier Floquet, replying, reminded the 
house that the government was pledged to 
make the revision proposed the immediate 
order of the day aiter tue ecrutin d’arron- 
dissement bill. 

At the conclusion of Floquet’s remarks a 
division was taken, with the result stated. 

SURPRISED EVERYBODY. 

The resignation of the ministry was a com- 
plete surprise to the chambers. -M. Floquet 
had said nothing implying an intention to 
make a motion to adjourn the cabinet ques- 
tion. Both the left and right were unaware 
how tke ministry would regard the vote. The 
majority included members of the right and a 
number of opportunists. 

After adjournment the radical left and ex- 
treme left held a meeting and sent delegates 
to Floquet to express regret at the fall of the 
cabinet and congratulate the retiring premier 
upon the firmness of the position that he has 
assumed. 

President Carnot, after ministers had 
tendered their resignations, sent for Meline, 
president of the chamber of deputies, and sub- 
sequently had a conference with . Leroyer, 
president of the senate. Rumor was current 
this afternoon that Meline had been asked to 
form a cabinet, but tonight it is stated Presi- 
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Boulanger wus a passive spectator of the 
proceeding inthe clamber of deputies. Im- 
mediately after the adjournment he issued a 
manifesto to the electors of the department of 
the Seine. [n this he claims credit for his party 
for the “Overthrow of the discredited minis- 
try that was attempting to snare the country 
by a comedy of a proposal to revise the consti- 
tution which, if passed by the chamber, the 
ministry well knew would be rejected by the 
senate.’’ He proceeds: ‘*We would not allow 
the cabinet thus to deceive universal suffrage, 
and to consecrate its usurpation, by doing the 
work of the constitutent assembly. The fall 
of this ill-omened ministry, which had already 
planned laws for the restriction of liberty, will 
be arelief to the public conscience.’’ 

“Tt is astep further toward the dissolution 
of the chamber and the convocation of a cons 
stituent assembly. After the vote on the 
serutin d’arrondissement bill, which, in its au- 
thor’s mind, was nothing more than a blow 
dealt at universal suffrage, the electoral period 
has commenced. It is for the country to 
speak. Vive La Republique.” 

Count Douville Maillefeu is an eccentric 
radical. In the course of his speech today he 
said he did not desire to place difficulties in 
the way of the cabinet. Probably he was him- 
self surprised at the result of his motion.

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PARNELL’S SIGNATURE, 


Experts Comparing the Manuscripts Before 
the Parnell Commission, 

LONDON, February 14.—Mr. Soames, solicitor 
for the Times, tesvitied before the Parnell com- 
mission today that he visited Dublin in May, 
1888, in questof evidence. At the offices of 
Alexander Morphy, crown solicitor for IWerry, 
he had an interview with a person who was 
introduced to him as a former employe in the 
oftice of the league, and who produced a slip 
bearing the signature of Miss Anna 
Parnell, specimens of Patrick Eagan’s 
handwriting and a bundle of doce- 
uments Which witness inspected at 
length. Hecopied some of these documents 
and made a note of others. Witness arranged 
that the documents should be brought to Lon- 
don, and they were brought here on Whit- 
nionday, 1888, and embodied in an affidavit 
produced during the trial of the suit of O’Don- 
nell against Walter for libel. Witness was 
about to put in evidence another letter, to 
which, it appeared, no official names were at- 
tached, but Charles Russell, of counsel! fur the 
Parnellites, objected. . 

WHO IS PHILLIPS’ 

Attorney-Genera! Webster, for the Times, ar- 
gued that the letter was 
been obtained, with other documents, from 
Phillips. 

Sir Charles Russell said this was the first 
ime he had heard Phillips’s name. He did 
not know Phillips. Attorney-General Webster 
said he regretted thag he had mentioned the 
name, but it had beeu proved that Phillips 
was the accountant of the league. The letter, 
with other genuine league docnments, had been 
obtained from perfectly proper custody.

written for a newspaper, and the Kilmainhans 
jail book, which contained nine sien tures, 
the first written in December, 1881, and the 
last in May, 1882.

A POPULAR ATLANTA DRUMMER 
BURT AT NEWNAN. 


CLAIMED THAT IT WAS ACCIDENTAL 


Mr. Garrett Shot Himeecifin the Virginia Hpuse, at 
Newnan Yesterday Morning—It Was at First 
Thought to be an Attempt at Suicide, But This 
ja Denied. 


About ten o’clock yesterday morning Mr. J. 
WW. Garrett, traveling salesman for Frank E. 
Block, shot himself{—either accidentally or in- 
tentionally—at the Virginia house, in Newnan. 

The wounded man was discovered by Mrs. 
Manley, the proprietress of the hotel, who was 
attracted to Mr. Garrett’s room by the report 
of the pistol. 

Mr. Garrett was found lying on his bed with 
a Smith & Wesson pistol at his side and the 
blood streaming from an ugly wound in the 
left breast, about an ineh and a half above the 
nipple. He was @onscious when discovered, 
and requested that a doctor be called in at 
once, and that his wife be telegraphed for. 

W hen the physicians arrived they examined 
the wound and pronounced it a very danger- 
ous though not necessarily fatal one. They 
did all in their power to relieve the suffering 
of the patient, and remained with him all day. 

After thoroughly examining the wound the 
~p hy sicians ascertained that the bal! had struck 
aril and glanced off, but were unable to tell 
whether it had enter ed the lung or lodged in 
the flesh. 

Mr. Garrett was quite a fayorite in Newnan, 
and during the day a number of friends called 
to see him aud expressed the hope that his 
wound would not prove fatal. In the after- 
noon he was resting as well as could be ex- 
pected, and bad recovered sufficiently to drink 
a giass of milk and take some other light food. 

When the news of Mr. Garrett's con- 
dition reached Atlanta it created quite 
n sensation, as he was very popular 
amo! ie the business men of the city. He has 
been traveling for Mr, Frank E. Block for the 
past six years, and when he returned from his 
trip on last Saturday afternoon, he went at 
onee to Mr, Bloe k’s office. While there he 
did not seem to be laboring under any mental 
depression,”but on Monday morning when he 
reperted for duty he complained to} some of 


his friends of having a very bad attack of the 
bine, hat mo oe, of course, suspecte <d him of 


contaniplating suicide.

with a very painful kidney complaint, 

Yat tiines tlhe pain was so severe that he had 

in the habit of taking opiates to ease it, 
uilder the advice of his physician. One theory 
wf the shooting is that while suffering with an 

attack of this malady, and in the absence ol 
o@her relief, he determined to end the agony by 
“takin his life.

ST, VALENTINE’S DAY. 


LL 
How the Custom Originated and Something 
of Ite Celebration, 

Yesterday was February the 14th, and is 
called by custom St. Valentine's Day, but the 
truth is that the good St. Valentine, whose 
name it bears, never had anything whatever 
to with its observances, 

Many centuries before the Christian era it 
was the custom of the Romans tohold great 
feasts in-honor of Pan and Juno during Feb- 
ruary, and from this month the latter goddess 
got her other names of Febrnata, Februalis 
and Februlla. These festivals were called the 
Lupercalia, the feast of Lupercal, as Shaks- 
pear abbreviates in Mark Antony’s famous 
stump speech over the bleeding form of the 
inighty Julius. 

One ceremony of the Lupercolia was the 
drawing from a box small tablets bear- 
ing the names of young women by the noble 
Roman youths, lottery fashion. The young 
man whodrew the name of a young woman 
was in honor bound to be her attendant until 
twelve months had passed, bringing another 
Lupercalia, ora new drawing, It ofton hap- 
pened, however, that the constant association 
of the young persons changed the short en- 
gagement into real oves. 

The early fathers substituted the festivities 
of St. Valentine’s Day for those of the Luper- 
calia, but retained the date. But the form of 
the matrimonial lottery of the Lupercalia was 
modified by substituting the names of particu- 
lar saints to be drawn instead of those of the 
maidens. From this old usage sprang the cus- 
tom still in vogue in some Catholic countries 
of selecting on St. Valentine’s Day for the en- 
suing year a patron saint, called a valentine. 

But this did not work long with the young 
men and maidens, who found more fan and 
pleasure in drawing each other than dead and 
gone saints—and even to this day, in the rural 
districts of England and Scotiand, it is cus- 
tousary for the young people to draw lots for 
a valentine. 

The custom of exchanging love notes on St. 
Valentine’s Day dates back to the Lupercalie, 
when the Roman young people poured out 
their souls on little waxen tablets with their 
littie styli. But written Valentines have long 
since given Y lace to printed and pi iinted ones 
seen nowadays in the stationer’s windows. 

ae the custom of sending these is passing 
awa The falling off began with the iutro- 
rpbey tion of Christmas, New Year’s and Easter 

cards—the number of these transmitted by 
post has increased in proportiod as valentines 
have diminished, 

Despite these stern historical facts a large 


number of valentines were sent and received’ 


in Atlanta yesterday. AJ] things considered, 
however, the Valentine cards, both sentimen- 
tal and comic, were most popular. These 
cards are variations of the Easter card and bid 
fair tosupplant in time the highly artistic and 
expensive sentimental valentines and the gro- 
tesquely comic ones 

But, it must be confessed, that seores of 
comic yalentines fluttered over the city yester- 
day and some of them were of the toughest 
description. As those who got them “took 
great pleasure in showing them around, it is 
unnecessary to go into descriptive details here.

As Comptroller General Wright has 
notified us that the Georgia Mutual Aid 
society is amenable to the law govern- 
ing regular insurance companies, Wwe have 
decided to suspend operations. It was not our 
intention to violate any law whatever, and in 
doing business without a charter we were sim- 
ply acting in accordance with legal advice. 
Lhat’s all.”’ #
